DETAILED ACTION 

1 . This office action is response to the application filed on July 13, 2000, which claims 1-18 are 
presented for examination. 

Allowable Subject Matter 

2. Claims 1-1 8 are allowable in light of the prior art made of record. 

Reason for Indicating Allowable Subject Matter 

3. The present application has been thoroughly reviewed. Upon extensive and exhaustive 
searches of various databases (see search notes in case jacket), the examiner respectfully submits that 
the claimed feature "constructing a shape tree corresponding to the input data tree by collapsing 
nodes of said input data tree containing redundant elements into one node, said intermediate data 
structure retaining the same parent-child relationship of the input data tree, annotating said shape tree 
nodes with properties describing the hierarchical relationships between elements of the input data tree, 
building s list of column names for said flat data structure utilizing said intermediate data structure 
as annotated, and emitting data from said input data tree into proper columns and row of said flat data 
structure" in conjunction with other limitations of the independent claims would not found anticipated 
or obvious over the prior art made of record. Therefore, all pending are hereby allowed. 

4. Since allowable subject matter has been indicated, applicant is encouraged to submit formal 
drawings in response to this Office Action. The early submission of formal drawings will permit the 
Office to review the drawings for acceptability and to resolve any informalities remaining therein 
before the application is passed to issue.
